The en gin eer saw the open switch, 
bat n ot in time to brin g his train to a

Card a au d papera fou u d amon g hie 
effects showed be was a member in 
good stan d in g of White Cross Lod ge, 
Kn ights of Pythias, an d Un ity lx>d ge 
of Od d Fellows. 
It was also learn ed 
that he had a wife at Jan esville, Iowa. 
Fred Smith was probably as well 
kn own in this city as an y man , an d 
the n ews of his d eath by bis own han d 
was a shock to his man y frien d s in 
thia city. 
For man y years he was a 
member of the firm of 
Smith A 
Cochran , barbers, d oin g bu sin ess at 
the com er of Sixth an d Fron t streets 
His health failed him somethin g over 
a year ago an d he sold ou t his in ter 
ests in Brain erd .an d weu t to Helen a, 
where he started a barber’s su pply 
hou se, bu t the ven tu re was a failu re 
an d as n ear aa can be learn ed Mr. 
Smith lost everythin g he bad as a 
con aequ en ce.

There ia soarcely an ythin g with 
which we are more familiar than bells, 
an d yet they are a prod u ct of the 
Christian era, the first au then tic men ­ 
tion of bells of an y aize bein g abou t 
400 A. D. 
It is tru e that in Exod u s 
xxviii 32, bells are spoken of, bu t they 
were probably ODly amall tin klin g 
orn amen ts attached to the high priest's 
robe. 
Layard , in bia exploration s of 
the ru in s of Nin eveh, fou n d some ob­ 
jects which he believed to be small 
bron ze bells. 
Chu rch bells were in ­ 
trod u ced iu to Fran ce abou t 550 A. D., 
an d imported from Italy to En glan d 
abou t 680. 
In the eleven th cen tu ry 
a bell weighin g 2600 pou n d s was 
looked u pon aa a mon ster, an d it was 
n ot u n til the sixteen th cen tu ry that 
the Amboise bell at Rou en , Fran ce, 
waa oast, weighin g 36,000 pou n d s. 
The great bells of the world are: The 
great bell of Moscow, (east in 1733, 
bu t left in the earth for 103 years), 
height 19 feet 3 in ches, circu mferen ce 
60 feet 9 in ches, thickn ess 2 feet, 
weight 440,000 pou n d s; the secon d 
Moscow bell, (largest in u se in the 
world ) 256,000 pou n d s; 
the Pekin 
(Chin a) bell, 106,000 pou od s; 
the 
Notre Dame (Paris) bell, 34,000; 
the 
Cologn e Cathed ral bell, 50,000. 
The 
n ame ia d erived from the An glo Saxon , 
bellan , to resou n d , an d ia closely akin 
to peal. 
The first peal or obime of 
bells in En glan d was the gift of Pope 
Calixtu s I I I to Kin g’s College, Cam­ 
brid ge, in 1456. 
To rin g all the 
chan ges possible on a obime of twelve 
bells, at two strokes to the secon d , 
wou ld take n in ety-on e years. 
The 
history of the world has been ru n g in 
an d ou t by bells; its great victories 
have been thu s celebrated , its great 
massaores have been begu n to the 
sou n d of bells, an d its in su rrection s 
that toppled thron es have been u shered 
in by bells. 
In fact, tod ay the world 's 
life au d work are attu n ed to the sou n d 
of bell« . 
We have the d in n er-bell, 
the school-bell, the factory bell, the 
d oor-bell. 
We go to ou r lon g homes 
to the fu n eral bell. 
We start on ou r 
jou rn eys to the soxn d of the locomo- 
tive-bell.

Th* M ethod of l>ea linc W ith P etty 
O ffe n d ­ 
er» F ollow ed a t th* H a h. 
"N ew York is a gen eration behin d 
the ago in some of its m ethod s of 
d ealin g w ith offen d ers as compared 
w ith Boston ,” said a crim in al law ­ 
yer. 
"F o r in stan ce, they have a 
method of d ealin g w ith potty offen d ­ 
ers over there which to ray m in d is 
the on ly sen sible an d logical system. 
Hero if a man is arrested for bein g 
d ru n k an d d isord erly or for petty 
assau lt or theft he is sen t to the 
workhou se for an yw here from ten 
d ays to six mon ths, as the m agis­ 
trate chooses. 
Ho then becomes a 
oharge on tho cou n ty, an d as it hap­ 
pen s th at in n in o cases ou t of ten 
the offen d er is a w orkin gm an with 
a family his wife an d child ren also 
have to be cared for at the cou n ty’s 
exjien so. Besid es this, the m ere sen ­ 
ten ce is a d egrad ation an d a blow to 
his man hood from which it is hard 
for him to recover when released . 
" In Boston they have w hat is 
called tho probation system, an d I 
thin k it is the on ly city in the cou n ­ 
try where this is practiced . They d o 
n ot sen d a man to prison for a m in or 
offen so—th at is, if it is his first. 
Tho character an d circu m stan ces of 
the offen d er are in vestigated by on e 
of the officers of tho probation bu ­ 
reau , an d if the ju d ge is satisfied 
th at tho offen d er is likely to reform 
if allowed to go free ho is tu rn ed 
over to the probation officer an d sen ­ 
ten ce is su spen d ed . Tho m ajority of 
cases are of person s charged with 
d ru n ken n ess, an d the ru le is gen er­ 
ally applied to workin gmen . H abit­ 
u al d ru n kard s are sen t to the islan d , 
bu t a man who falls from grace 
on ce gets an other chan ce. 
"A fter the offen d er is tu rn ed over 
to the probation officer be is taken 
to the bu reau , whore he receives a 
register n u m ber, an d the circu m ­ 
stan ces of his arrest, w ith his ped i­ 
gree, are taken d own . Then he is al­ 
lowed to go. 
Tho probation officer 
in vestigates tho situ ation of his 
family, an d if ho is a man accu s­ 
tomed to spen d in g his wages regu ­ 
larly for d rin k arran gem en ts are 
mad e w ith his em ployer to tu rn 
over his wages to his wife. This, of 
cou rse, has to bo d on e w ith his con ­ 
sen t, an d as he has the altern ative 
of goin g to prison if he d oes n ot 
con sen t lie rarely refu ses to san c­ 
tion the u rran gom en t. 
The system 
of espion age in vogu e in the proba 
tion bu reau is as effective an d pri­ 
vate as an y Ru ssian secret police 
bu reau . The polioeof tho d istrict in 
which the probation er lives are n o­ 
tified an d the policeman on tho par 
tiou lar post w here his hom e is locat­ 
ed is in stru cted to watch him. 
"T ho probation er is requ ired to 
report at the probation bu reau at 
least on ce d u rin g the period which 
the ju d ge specifies. 
This is u su ally 
five weeks in the lowor cou rt an d 
on o year in the su perior cou rt, where 
the graver offen ses are triod . 
If, 
d u rin g th at time, his con d u ct has 
boon of a n atu re to satisfy the cou rt 
th at he has repen ted of his ways, he 
is allowed to go freo altogether. D u r­ 
in g tho probation ary period , how­ 
ever, the probation officer m ay a r­ 
rest him w ithou t a w arran t at an y 
time. If th« ' probation er shou ld m is­ 
behave himself, or repeat the offen se 
for which he was first arrosted , an d 
ho is cau ght, ho is u su ally fin ed |5 
or $ 10. 
If, however, he shou ld re­ 
peat tho offen so after havin g served 
ou t his probation period , a d ou ble 
pen alty is imposed . 
The probation 
bu reau has an average of 800 per­ 
son s on its books u n d er con stan t 
su rveillan ce. 
"T here are six male officers an d a 
fomalo officer for women an d you n g 
girls. 
The women who are su bject 
to the probation system are com par­ 
atively few. They aro on ly releasod 
on a charge of loiterin g in the street, 
d ru n ken n oss or d isord erly con d u ct. 
Tho en tiro cost of m ain tain in g the 
bu reau , in clu d in g salaries, is n ot 
more than $ 15,000 a year, whllo the 
savin g to the cou n ty, you can im­ 
agin e, is m an y tim es th at sn m. Tho 
m oral effect of su ch a system is, to 
my min d , tho m ain con sid eration , 
an d I thin k it is very progressive.”

Fred Smith, a Former Br* I nerd its, in a 
Fit of Despondency, Kills Him­ 
self at Butts, Montana. 


On Wodnesday evening a telegram 
from Batts, Montana, addressed to 
White Cross Lodge, Knights of Py­ 
thias, announced that Fred J. Smith 
bad committed suicide at that place. 
No further particulars were learned 
until the following telegram was 
found in Thursday’s papers:

a year ago and he sold out his inter 
eats in Brainerd And went to Helena, 
where he started a barber’s supply 
house, but the venture was a failure 
and aa near aa can be learned Mr 
Smith lost everything he had aa 
consequence. He was anabia to work 
steady on account of his health, anc; 
it is supposed that in a fit of despond 
ency ae committed the rash act. Mr 
Smith aa a member of White Cross 
Lodge. K. P., Brainerd Div. No. 7, U 
R. K. P., and also of Unity Lodge, I 
O. O. F. Mr. Smith's wife has been 
at Janesville, Iowa, for some time, 
and as soon as his death was known 
hare a committee from the above 
orders telegraphed her as to what 
disposition should be made of the re 
mains, it being their desire to bring 
the body to Brainerd for burial, her 
request being that the body be sent 
to Janesville, and the lodge at Botte 
was notified to that affect, and in all 
probability the funeral will take place 
there.

About Bolls. 
Thor# is scarcely anything with 
which we are more familiar than bells, 
and yet they are a product of the 
Christian era, the first authentic mea 
lion of bells of any size being about 
400 A. D. It is true that in Exodus 
xxviii 32, bells are spoken of, but they 
were probably only small tinkling 
ornaments attached to the high priest’s 
robe. Layard, in bis explorations of 
tbs rains of Nineveh, found some ob­ 
jects whioh he believed to bs small 
bronze bells. Church bells were in­ 
troduced into France about 550 A. D., 
and imported from Italy to England 
about 680. la the eleventh century 
a bell weighing 2600 pounds was 
looked upon as a monster, and it was 
not until the sixteenth century that 
the Amboise bell at Rouen, France, 
was cast* weighing 36,000 pounds. 
The great bells of the world are: The 
great bell of Moscow, (sast in 1733, 
bat left in the earth for 103 years), 
height 19 feet 3 inches, circumference 
60 fest 9 inches, thickness 2 feet, 
weight 440,000 pounds; the second 
Moscow bell, (largest in use in the 
world) 256,000 pounds; the Pekin 
(China) bell, 106,000 pounds; 
the 
Notre Dame (Paris) bell, 34,000; the 
Cologne Cathedral bell, 50,000. 
The 
name is derived from tlife Anglo-Saxon, 
ballan, to resound, and it closely akin 
to peal. The first peal or ohime of 
bells in England was the gift of Pope 
Calixtus III to King’s College, Cam­ 
bridge, in 1456. 
To ring all the 
changes possible on a ohime af twelve 
bells, at two strokes to the second, 
would take ninety-one years. The 
history of the world has been rang in 
and oat by bells; its great victories 
have been thus celebrated, its great 
massacres have been began to the 
sound of bells, and its insurrections 
that toppled thrones have been ushered 
in by bells. In fact, today th# world’s 
life and work are attuned to the sound 
of bells. We have the dinner-bell, 
the sohool-bell, the faotory-bell, the 
doorbell. 
We go to our long homes 
to the funeral bell. We start on our 
journeys to the soxnd of the locomo- 
tive-beU. “Look out for the engine 
when the bell rings” is familiar to os, 
aud if we attend to the signal, and 
always be anre that oar railroad agent 
gives us a tieket via the Burlington 
Roots when we start for Chicago, S i 
Louis, or any of tbs great eities, oar 
journey will be safe aod pleasant.

Colley Cibber and Fielding. 
King 
Charles II was of opinion that a par­ 
liamentary debate in bis time was 
“as good as a play.” (It would be 
interesting to know what his merry 
majesty would think of our legisla­ 
tors of today.) 
For “murder will out” we must 
turn to Geoffrey Chaucer, who, in 
his quaint way of spelling, tells us 
“ mordre wol out (“ The Nonnos 
Preestes Tale,” lino 15,058). 
When 
we say we will “leave no stone un­ 
turned,” we are quoting the answer 
of the Delphic oraolo to the inquiries 
of Polycrates as to the best means 
of discovering the treasures buried 
on the field of Platroa by Mardonius. 
To “ make a virtue of necessity” is 
from Chaucer (“ Knightes Tale, ’ ’ line 
8.044), bnt the phrase is used also 
by Rabelais, Shakespeare and Dry­ 
den.—Cham hers’ Journal. -

T h a t 
Bo­ 
o f C ollecting B eautiful Gem*, 
groved Stones nod Cameos. 
A passing pretty fad that costs a 
passing pretty penny is the collect­ 
ing of gems, engraved stones and 
oameos. 
A great collection once 
Been, and it is all up with the hap­ 
less wight Tj’ho has taken in tho 
germ of the fad. 
He will want the 
heavenly city of Revelation itself. 
Rare and distracting objets d’art of 
this order may bo soon in the 
Louvre, British 
museum, 
South 
Kensington museum, Uffizi gallery, 
in Florence, and the National mu­ 
seum at Naples. 
The anoiont lapi­ 
daries were as clever and artistic 
craftsmen as heart could wish. The 
more examples I saw of their skill 
the more I admired and marveled 
at It. 
Until such an exhibition of 
seals and rings as may be found 
among the priceless treasures of the 
Louvre is seen you cannot appreci­ 
ate the skill of the ancient Egyptians 
in this fascinating department of art. 
A favorite medium to display in 
beautiful form the craft of the art­ 
ists of earlier centuries was a rock 
crystal, a substance that in the 
shapes of vases, cups and various 
exquisite devices is one of the typ­ 
ical articles of enrichment in tho 
cabinets of European museums. In 
more pretentious form you may see 
this petrified sunlight constituting 
the massive chandeliers that hang 
in some of the gorgeous chambers of 
the palaces of Versailles and Fon­ 
tainebleau. 
But engraved gems for 
me. 
Amid the great Florentine col­ 
lection begun by Lorenzo de’ Medici 
you shall rave with cause. The an­ 
cients knew a thing or two. Supe 
rior gem engraving flourished as far 
baok as Alexander, the world beat­ 
er, and was a perfected art to tho 
time of Hadrian, or the second 
oentury after Christ. 
It shared in 
the subsequent renaissance of the 
arts and received honorable place 
again in the skill of Italian, English 
and German artists of tho eighteenth 
oentury. 
Naples boasts the largest cameo 
known, said to have been found in 
the tomb of the Emperor Hadrian. 
It Is a shallow cup or dish, in diam­ 
eter at least six inches, showing a 
superb head of Medusa on one side 
and eight figures on the other. Re­ 
membering that these compositions 
get their light and shade from the 
stratified colors of the onyx, one bet­ 
ter appreciates the beauty and rarity 
of this ourio. If you would study 
jade outside of the orient, drop into 
l;he South Kensington museum. 
Jade is a precious and passionless 
mineral, but infinitely chaste and 
elegant when wrought into artistic 
form.—Chicago Inter Ocean. 


New W ords to O ld Tune#. 
A musician was speaking the oth­ 
er day of the present custom of 
writing parodies on popular songs. 
He said he had played in theater 
orchestras and had noticed the fact 
that a parody always pleased an au­ 
dience better than tho original song 
ever did.

BOSTON’S PROBATION SYSTEM. 


Tho Method of Dealing With Petty Offend­ 
er* Followed at the Hah. 
“ New York is a generation behind 
the age in some of its methods of 
dealing with offenders as compared 
with Boston,” said a criminal law 
yer. “ For instance, they have a 
method of dealing with petty offend­ 
ers over there whioh to my mind is 
the only sensible and logical system. 
Here if a man is arrested for being 
drunk and disorderly or for petty 
assault or theft he is sent to the 
workhouse for anywhere from ten 
days to six months, as the magis­ 
trate chooses. 
He then becomes a 
charge on tho county, and as it hap­ 
pens that in nine cases out of ten 
the offender is a workingman with 
a family his wife and children also 
have to be cared for at the county’s 
expense. Besides this, the mere sen­ 
tence is a degradation and a blow to 
his manhood from which it is hard 
for him to recover when released. 
“ In Boston they have what is 
oalled tho probation system, and I 
think it is the only city in the coun­ 
try where this is practiced. They do 
not send a man to prison for a minor 
offense—that is, if it is his first. 
The character and oiroumstanoes of 
the offender are investigated by one 
of the officers of the probation bu­ 
reau, and if the judge is satisfied 
that the offender is likely to reform 
if allowed to go free he is turned 
over to the probation officer and sen­ 
tence is suspended. Tho majority of 
oases are of persons charged with 
drunkenness, and the rule is gener­ 
ally applied to workingmen. Habit­ 
ual drunkards are sent to the island, 
but a man who falls from grace 
once gets another chance. 
“ After the offender is turned over 
to the probation officer he is taken 
to the bureau, where he receives a 
register number, and the circum­ 
stances of his arrest, with his pedi 
gree, are taken down. Then he is al­ 
lowed to go. Tho probation officer 
investigates the situation of his 
family, and if ho is a man accus­ 
tomed to spending his wages regu­ 
larly for drink arrangements are 
made with his employer to turn 
over his wagos to bis wife. This, of 
oourse, has to bo done with his eon 
sent, and as he has the alternative 
of going to prison if he does not 
consent he rarely refuses to sanc­ 
tion the arrangement. 
The system 
of espionage in vogue in the pro ba 
tion bureau is as effective and pri­ 
vate as any Russian seoret police 
bureau. The polioe of the district in 
whioh the probationer lives are no­ 
tified and the policeman on the par­ 
ticular post where his home is bleat­ 
ed is instructed to watoh him. 
“ The probationer is required to 
report at the probation bureau at 
least onoe during the period which 
the judge specifies. 
This is usually 
five weeks in the lower court and 
one year in the superior oourt, where 
the graver offenses are tried. 
If, 
during that timo, his conduct has 
been of a nature to satisfy the court 
that ho has repented of his ways, he 
is allowed to go free altogether. Dur­ 
ing the probationary period, how­ 
ever, the probation officer may ar­ 
rest him without a warrant at any 
time. If tho probationer should mis­ 
behave himself, or repeat tho offense 
for whioh ho was first arrested, and 
ho is caught, he is usually fined $5 
or $10. If, however, he should re­ 
peat tho offense after having served 
out his probation period, a double 
penalty is imposed. 
The probation 
bureau has an average of 800 per­ 
sons on its hooks under constant 
surveillance. 
“ There are six male officers and a 
female offioer for women and young 
girls. 
The women who are subject 
to the probation system are compar­ 
atively few. They are only released 
on a charge of loitering in the street, 
drunkenness or disorderly conduct. 
The entire cost of maintaining the 
bureau, including salaries, is not 
more than $15,000 a year, while the 
saving to the county, you can im­ 
agine, is many times that sum. The 
moral effect of such a system la, to 
my mind, the main consideration, 
and I think it is very progressive.” 
—New York Sun.

sert that it w ill reach fully 2,000. Per­ 
haps ti thousand is not far short of 
the total. Continuing, the W’rlter says: 
“We have not dared to go to the 
quarters of the city where the Turks 
are too numerous. It might be said of 
the tithes of Christians who have been 
victims thus far, and I have not the 
opportunity of investigating more than 
a tenth of the eases, I have yet to 
hear of a single dead Turk in this 
struggle. 
This, I think, disproves the 
charges of the aggressions brought up 
against the Armenians. 
The hare 
bold fact is that it was purely a massa­ 
cre of the innocent inhabitants by the 
enraged Turks, nnd but for the pres­ 
ence of foreign consuls things would 
have been w*orse. With the coming of 
winter the misery in store for the re­ 
maining Armenians Mill be terrible.” 
The correspondent quoted, who is 
staying at the American mission, says 
that he has heard testimony in various 
quarters that the government ordered 
the massacres, which was to be exe­ 
cuted according to previous orders 
Ail the looting, it was claimed, u*as 
dine by regular soldiers at the com­ 
mand of officers.

changed, 
and the railroad and som e of the m in­ 
ing com panies organized under the 
M erritt auspices w ere ui>on the point 
of bankruptcy in th e panic of IRIS. 
K nives 
were draw n and bloodshed 
threatened 
by th eir unpaid m iners 
Tile em ployes of the railroad w ere on 
Hie |K>iut of riot. C ontractors w ere a t­ 
tacked and knocked down. A ttach 
m ents and lien.! w ere num erously filed. 
w hile the paper of tile railroad and of 
its prom oters w as going to protest on 
every hand aud their properties cov­ 
ered w ith 
judgm ents.

these de­ 
pressing elrcuins:.-in< es they turned to­ 
w ard outside capital for relief, and al­ 
though .according to th eir own sta te ­ 
m ents. they visited all the prlnciiMil 
cities of the country, no single <*apital- 
ist w as willing to turn to their relief 
except R ock efeller of New York. Mr. 
Rockefeller loaned them money for 
th eir |*ersonal relief and advanced 
g reat sum s for th eir personal en ter­ 
prises. saving them from iiu|>eitding 
ruin and m aking their bankrupt stocks 
valuable.

out. It a p|M*ars that R ockefeller soon 
had some $8.(mnmmni Invested in M inne­ 
sota. aud has shire been adding to 
these Investm ents in the developm ent 
of these costly pioperties. 
The riotous em ployes of the railroad 
aud mines, threatened w ith sta rv a ­ 
tion. w ere |iaid in full. The contract - 
ors w ere honorably settled with. The 
m am m oth dock under constitu tion a t 
D uluth was com pleted. 
Branch rail­ 
road lines wen* extended. New m in­ 
ing pr»*|M*rties w ere opened. Tho city 
of D uluth w as saved from u tte r wreck, 
and em ploym ent given to thousands of 
men at an expense of hundreds of 
thousands 
of dollars. W hile 
liatiks 
w ere failing everyw here cise, not a 
bank in D uluth failed. On the co n tra­ 
ry, th eir clearances showed jHisitlve 
Increase. All this at a tim e when the 
Industries of th e country were par­ 
alysis! and men most needed work.

Last w inter a isiw erfnl lobby 
w as organized and the legislature im ­ 
plored to drive him from the state 
and practically confiscate his property. 
T he new spapers of *l.e state have lieen 
flooded wit Ii hostile articles, lite aim 
of which has I teen to create adverse 
public sentim ent so that he should not 
have fair play. Every possible schem e 
w hich cunning could devise has been 
w orked to prevent justice lieing done. 
A|<art from all other considerations, 
th is la laid policy. 
H ostility of tills 
kind against capital seeking Invest­ 
m ent in our sta te will serve only as a 
w arning to other capitalists and an In­ 
vitation to m ake 
their investm ents 
elsew here. It tends to drive tile cap­ 
ital which em ploys labor out of tho 
sta te and to keep it out.

On tht- totals 
of this theory the query Is considered 
pertinent as to how long It may lie 
since our world w as in Hie condition 
of Beta Lym e, w hether any helium 
now floats In our outer atm osphere 
how th at particular portion w hich is 
now Imbedded iii Hie ea rth ’s crust got 
there, and other sim ilar questions.

The Soo Road to be Built to St. Cloud 
and Brainerd.

The Crookston Times has a plan 
for railroad building as follows: 
‘There is no question of the inten­ 
tion of at least one more competing 
line of road reaching into the Red 
River Valley, and that at an early 
date. The attention which has been 
attracted to the matter this year, has 
been wide spread, and is doing ac­ 
cented each day by the lack of ship­ 
ping facilities for our wheat crop 
The two lines most likely to build in 
this direction are the Milwaukee and 
the Soo. The latter is far the most 
likely to be built into the Valley for a 
variety of reasons. 
The Duluth Sc 
Winnipeg, when it shall get out of 
the receiver’s hands, will, without 
doubt, be affiliated with the Soo line. 
The Canadian Pacific in its official 
guide has an extension down through 
Hallock to Thief River Falls, where 
it connects with the right of way of 
the Duluth Sc Winnipeg. The line to 
the Twin Cities can be traced easily 
and efforts are now being made to 
secure the right of way over a certain 
portion of the route. The Soo is sup­ 
posed to be intending to reach here 
by branching off from the main line 
at Fair Haven. A straight course 
would take it into St. Cloud in 16} 
miles. At Brainerd the road would 
connect with the Brainerd Sc Northern, 
extending to Leech Lake. From the 
end of the Brainerd & Northern into 
the Red Lake country, where the road 
would strike the Duluth Sc Winnipeg, 
is 70 miles. 
The road would either 
follow this route or be deflected south 
and west, striking the Valley rn 
Norman 
county, 
and connecting 
thence with the line after it pashes 
west of the reservation.”

Novel Ut *i S p irit Won Itu o jru t, 
spite HU W retch ed H ealth. 
He was ill when I saw him in New 
York in the spring ai 1888, after he 
had come down from the Adiron- 
dacks. 
He was in hod, as he often 
used to be for days together—so of­ 
ten that the beautiful portrait 
which, in the previous autumn, St. 
Gaudens had made of him backed 
by his pillows and oovered by his 
blankets, must, I fancy, seem to 
many Americans friends the Steven­ 
son whom they knew best. He was 
in a dismal hotel, in the most dis­ 
mal possible ohamber. Even a very 
buoyant soul might have been par­ 
doned if, then and there, it had de­ 
clined upon inactivity and gloom. 
But these were not the constituents 
of the atmosphere I found. 
There were a great many things 
on Stevenson’s bed—-things to eat 
and to smoke, things to write with 
and to read. I have seen tidier sick­ 
beds and also invalids more modish­ 
ly attired. This one wore over his 
shoulders an old red cloak with a 
hole for the head in the middle (a 
serape, I supposed), whioh, faded 
and spotted with ink, looked muoh 
like a schoolroom tablecloth. 
But 
tho untidiness seemed a proof of his 
desire to make the most of each 
passing minute; dearly, the litter­ 
ing things had been brought, not in 
case they might be wanted, but as 
answers to actual and eager needs. 
Ill as he was, Stevenson had been 
reading and writing—and smoking, 
as St. Gaudens shows—and, in fact, 
I call him an invalid chiefly because, 
as I remember him, the term has 
such a picturesque unfitness. His 
body was in evil case, but bis spirit 
was more bright, more eager, inoro 
ardently and healthily alive than 
that of any other mortal. 
I find myself repeating the one 
word “ eager.” There is none which 
better bolita Stevenson’s appearance 
and manner and talk. His mind 
seemed to quiver with perpetual 
hope of something that would give 
it a new idea to feed upon, a new 
faot to file away, a new experience 
to be tested and savored. 
I Gould 
read this attitude even in the quiok 
cordiality of his greeting. The web 
come was not for me, as myself, but 
for the new person—for the new hu­ 
man being, who, possessing ears 
and a tongue, might possibly con­ 
tribute some item to the harvest of 
tho day. 
Despite his mastery of the arts of 
language, I do not believe that Ste­ 
venson ever excelled in tho artifice 
of small talk; ho must always have 
had too many real words to say and 
have felt too sure tho other folk 
would like to hoar them. 
This, in­ 
deed, was one great secret of his 
charm; he assumed that you, too, 
were alertly alive; ho believed that 
you would understand and share his 
interest in all interesting things. 
Therefore one interview was enough 
to prove him what his friends assert 
and his books declare him to have 
been—a philosopher very wise in 
that most precious kind of lore 
which gives the soul modesty and 
poise, cheerfulness, humor and cour­ 
age; a student of human nature, not 
with classifications and categories 
to fill out, but with a special wel 
coming niche prepared for the re 
ception of eaoh new human soul; a 
“detached intelligence, ” but a heart, 
intimately attached to every palpi­ 
tant fiber in the web of existence, 
whioh loved to lovo and chose for 
its hatred only fundamentally hate­ 
ful anil harmful things like hypoc­ 
risy, vanity, intolerance and cow­ 
ardice in the faoo of life. He seemed 
so individual not because he was 
more ecoentrio than others, but be 
oause he was more genuine and 
more broad, more self expressive, 
and possessed of a wider and richer 
self to be explained.—“ Robert Louis 
Stevenson and His Writing,” by 
Mrs. M. G. Van Rensselaer, in Cen­ 
tury.

his mistress, occupies a porch in the 
same case and enjoys the privilege 
of a resting place in Westminster, 
tho only one of his race so honored.

The peculiarities of human nature 
have a forcible illustration In the busi­ 
ness development of St. Louis county, 
Minnesota. Three or four years ago 
several brothers named Merritt, who 
had followed the business of timber 
exploring for many years, discovered, 
through their employes, valuable iron 
de|K>nits in the swamps and dense 
woods of Northern Minnesota. They 
were without means, but succeeded iu 
enlisting sufficient Minnesota capital 
to partially construct a railroad and to 
begin mining developments at one or 
two points. Every one wished them 
well, and no legislative or other obsta­ 
cle was placed in their path. 
Business 
circumstances 
changed, 
and the railroad and some of the min­ 
ing companies organized under the 
Merritt auspices were upon the point 
of bankruptcy in the panic of 1803. 
Knives were drawn and bloodshed 
threatened 
by their unpaid miners. 
'File employes of the railroad were on 
the point of riot. Contractors were at­ 
tacked and knocked down. Attach­ 
ments and lien.* were numerously filed, 
while the paper of tin* railroad and of 
its promoters was going to protest on 
every hand and their properties cov­ 
ered with judgments. In 
these de­ 
pressing circuinstam es they turned to­ 
ward outside capital f<»r relief, anil al­ 
though .according to their own state­ 
ments, they visited all the principal 
cities of tiie country, no single capital­ 
ist was willing to turn to their relief 
except Rockefeller of New York. Mr. 
Rockefeller IouicmI them money for 
their personal relief and advanced 
great sums for their personal enter­ 
prises, saving them from impending 
ruin and making their bankrupt stocks 
\ al liable. Finally 
lc* 
bought 
them 
out. It appears that Rockefeller soon 
had some $,'».<umi.ikki invested in Minne­ 
sota, and iias since been adding to 
these investments in the development 
of these costly pioperties. 
The riotous employes of the railroad 
and mines, threatened with starva­ 
tion. were paid in full. The contract­ 
ors were honorably settled with. The 
mammoth dock under consttuctlon at 
Duluth was completed. 
Rraneh rail­ 
road lines were extended. New min­ 
ing properties wore opened. The city 
of Duluth was saved from utter wreck, 
and employment given to thousands of 
men at an expense of hundreds of 
thousands of dollars. While banks 
were falling everywhere else, not a 
bank in Duluth failed. < >11 the contra­ 
ry. their clearances showed positive 
Increase. All this at a time when tin* 
industries of the country were par­ 
alyzed and men most needed work. 
ru d e r these circumstances, it would 
seem natural that Rockefeller should 
be treated with ordinary fairness. But 
ben* is where the perversity of human 
nature comes in. Rockefeller is rich. 
Because lie is rich he is marked as fair 
game 
Last winter a powerful lobby 
was organized and tin* legislature im­ 
plored to drive him from the state 
and practically confiscate tiis property. 
The newspapers of *l;e state have been 
flooded with hostile articles, the aim 
of which has been to create adverse 
public sentiment so that lie should not 
have fsiir play. Every possible scheme 
which cunning could devise hits been 
worked to prevent justice being done. 
Apart from all other considerations, 
this is laid policy. 
Hostility of this 
kind against capital seeking Invest­ 
ment in our state will serve only as a 
warning to oilier capitalists and an in­ 
vitation to make 
their investments 
elsewhere. It tends to drive the cup 
itai which employs labor out of tin/ 
state and to keep It out. 
it is a sure 
way not to prosper.--St. ('loud Journal*

The Bell n»d a Chimp of Tw enty- 
Six Other* to Adorn tlie Steeple of 
a Cincinnati Cat bedrnl— One Very 
In iq u e F eatu re 


A huge bell is now being made ready 
for the massive iielfry iu the suburbs 
of Cincinnati, where it 
is soon to 
swing aud ring out the loudest peal 
that was ever vibrated upon the fret* 
air of America. Doubtless by the time 
these words appear in print the molten 
metal will have flown hissing down 
the channels Into the curiously-con­ 
structed mold, and the biggest lwll 
ever east on this side of the Atlantic 
will be cooling in the great pit con­ 
structed to receive it. For the new 
bell is to weigh nearly fifteen tons, 
aud the great bell in the cathedral at 
Montreal, hitherto the largest on the 


those which arc usual. The exact pro­ 
portions were determined by F. P. 
Lotz. superintendent of the foundry 
where the boll is east, according to a 
rule of ids own devising -but this rule 
is carefully regarded as a trude secret, 
too valuable for publication. The met­ 
al used is the usual alloy of copper and 
tin in the ratio of 78 to 22. No other 
metals or proportions give so natisfac- 
. tory a result. The idea that an admix- 
! ture of silver will sweeten the tone is 
u popular delusion. 
\ 
To produce such a casting requires, 
when »11 i<* ready, upwards of eighty 
| hours; and the slightest mismanage 
tnent would result iu failure. Even 
ihe cooling must be carefully regulat 
cd.

Westminster bell, 
weighing about the same, while one in 
Vienna, the largest in actual use in 
Europe, weighs about twenty tons. 
It is true that the monster of Moscow, 
which 
lies 
broken 
and 
prostrate, 
weighs more than "(K> tons; but it 
was simply a huge mistake, which, 
having failed as a bell, is now used as 
a chapel. It is stated, too .that then* 
is a monstrosity somewhere in China 
that weighs about sixty tons; hut its 
shape is abominable, and its tone ex­ 
cruciating to any but a Celestial ear. 
But these figures of weight convey 
but a very vague idea of size. The 
great Chinese cat-call is said to Ik* 
fourteen feet In height, 
but It 
is 
shaped like a barrel. 
Flit* Cincinnati 
bell, which is east in the true propor­ 
tions for beauty and melody being 
modeled after a bell in Erfurt. Prussia, 
which is accounted tin* sweetest in 
the world—is seven feet in height and 
nine in diameter at the base. That is 
to say, if it rested, moutli downward, 
on the ground, tin* tallest man could 
stand upright under it. and if it were 
set on edge, and a schoolboy were to 
cling with his hands to the upper rim. 
ids feet would dangle about where tin* 
clapper will hang when the bell is 
finally in position. Tills clapper will 
weigh no less than c»ib pounds. 
Imag­ 
ine the effect when it conies in collis­ 
ion with fifteen tons of resonant bell 
metal! Nowhere else in’ tin* world is 
such a mass actually swung. The di­ 
ameter of the wheel is fifteen feet and 


on the various railroads for some dls 
tauee from Cincinnati, and other pub­ 
lic demonstrations will Ik* made. Fin­ 
ally. before being plueed in position in 
Hie belfry, tin* great bell will be conse­ 
crated with impressive ceremonies, ac­ 
cording to the Roman Catholic custom. 
The sponsors will lie numerous, includ­ 
ing I Kith stale and ecclesiastical dig 
nltarics. The Dell will then Ik* raised 
to the belfry, where it is to be mount­ 
ed. in connection with a 
chime of 
twenty-six smaller bells, yet to Ik* 
east. A novel feature in the proposed 
peal of bells will Ik* Its connectibn. by 
an ingenious device, with tin* organ, in 
such a manner thut it will Ik* under 
the control of the organist, and may 
he used to reinforce the rendering of 
(lu* solemn anthems of the church. Mr. 
Frank Wilson, the organist in ques­ 
tion, is eagerly looking forward to the 
time when lie will be able to achieve 
something absolutely unique In the 
history of music. 
The pastor of tin* church of tDo bells 
is tin* Rev. A. W. Qunrternmn. A 
parishioner. Joseph G. Ruddekc, be­ 
queathed $K*.(mh» to defray the cost of 
tills groat work, but at least $3,000 
more will Ik* expended before Cincin­ 
nati's noble Dell sounds from its lofty 
tower.

It is stip­ 
ulated, indeed, that the bell shall be 
so poised that one man can ring it; but 
unless tin* services of Kandow could 1m* 
secured as sexton, the task would lie 
altogether too arduous hence the dou­ 
ble rope. Bells have been east which 
require tin* combined efforts of more 
than twenty men to swing them; but 
hell-hanging, as well as bell-founding, 
has made no small progress, and such 
cumbersome arrangements belong to 
the days of creaking ox carts and 
wooden plows. 
The ornamentation of the Cincinnati 
bell is believed to b* more elaborate 
than that of any other in existence. 
Civic and ecclesiastical decorations 
will both have place making it at once 
an emblem of patriotic feeling and a 
consecrated 
instrument 
of worship. 
Encircling the body of the bell, just 
above tlie sounding how, is the Latin 
text of tin* Lord’s Prayer in true Goth­ 
ic characters, about seven inches high. 
Above tliis, 
oil the 
civic lialf, the 
American eagle hovers over the great 
seal of the United States -an impres­ 
sion of which was sent directly from 
the White house. Beneath this is the 
seal of the State of (diio, pierced by 
the staffs that supiiort the stars and 
stripes, which fail in graceful folds on 
the other side; and beneath this is the 
seal of the city of Cincinnati. Medal 
Ions of tin* deceased donor and family 
complete the design. On the ecclesi­ 
astical half of the bell, under the sur­ 
mounting tiara, is a medallion of Pope 
Lpo X III,, with his seal beneath it. 
Just below the medallion of the Most 
Rev. William Elder, archbishop of Cin­ 
cinnati, through which are crossed the 
staffs of tin* papal 
banners. 
Right 
and left of tills medallion are two otli 
ers—of Archbishop 
Purcell 
aud of 
Bishop Fenwick, the first bishop of 
Cincinnati. Beneath the central me- 
dalliou is one of Vicar General Al- 
brink. 
Around the crown, or upper part, in 
Gothic relief, are two verses of media 
eval Latin hexameters relating to 
bells, which read as follows:

The Crookston Times has a plan 
for railroad building as follows:

The line to 
the Twin Cities can be traced easily 
and efforts are now berng made to 
secure the right of way over a certain 
portion of the route. 
The Soo is sup­ 
posed to be intending to reach here 
by branching off from the main line 
at Fair Haven. A straight course 
would take it into Bt. Cloud in 16J 
miles. 
At Brainerd the road woald 
connect with the Brainerd & Northern, 
extending to Leech Lake. 
From the 
end of the Brainerd & Northern into 
the Red Lake country, where the road 
would strike the Duluth & Winuipeg, 
70 miles.

He was ill when I saw hun in New 
YTork in the spring 0$ 18S8, after he 
had come down from the Adiron- 
dacks. 
Ho was in bod, as he often 
used to be for days together—so of­

which, in tho previous autumn, Bt. 
Gaudens had made of him bftoked 
by his pillows and covered by his 
blankets, must, I fancy, seem to 
many Americans friends the Steven­ 
son whom they knew best.

! 111 as he was, Stevenson had been 
reading and w riting—and smoking, 
as Bt. Gaudens shows—and, in fact, j 
I eall him an invalid chiefly because, 
as I remember him, the term has 
such a picturesque unfitness. 
His 
hotly was in evil case, hut his spirit I 
was more bright, more eager, more , 
ardently and healthily alivo than 1 
that of any other mortal. 
I find myself repeating the one 
word “ eager.” There is none which 
better befits Stevenson’s appearance 
and manner and talk. 
His mind 
see rn oil to quiver with perpetual 
hope of something that would give 
it a new idea to feed upon, a new 
faot to file away, a new experience 
to be tested and savored. 
I could 
read this attitude even in tho quick 
cordiality of his greeting. The web 


001110 was not for me, as myself, hut 
for the now person—for the new hu­ 
man being, who, possessing ears 
and a tongue, m ight possibly 0011- 
tribute some item to the harvest of 
tho day. 
Despite his m astery of the arts of 
language, I do not believe th at Ste­ 
venson ever excelled in tho artifice 
of small ta lk ; he m ust always have 
had too many real words to say and 
havo felt too sure tho other folk 
would like to hoar them. 
This, in­ 
deed, was one great secret of his 
charm ; he assumed th at you, too, 
were alertly alive; ho believed that 
you would understand and share his 
interest in all interesting things. 
Therefore one interview’ was enough 
to provo him w hat his friends assort 
and his books declare him to have 
been—a philosopher very wise in 
that most precious kind of lore 
which gives the soul modesty and 
poise, cheerfulness, humor and cour­ 
age; a student of human nature, not 
with classifications and categories 
to fill out, but w ith a special wel­ 
coming niche prepared for tho re­ 
ception of each new human soul; a 
“ detached intelligence,’’ hut a heart, 
intim ately attached to every palpi­ 
tan t fiber in tho web of existence, 
which loved to love and choso for 
its hatred only fundam entally hate­ 
ful and harm ful things like hypoc­ 
risy, vanity, intolerance and cow­ 
ardice in the facoof life. He seemed 
so individual not because ho was 
more eccentric than others, but bo 
cause he was more genuine and 
more broad, more self expressive, 
and possessed of a wider and riohor 
self to be explained.—“ Robert Louis 
Stevenson and His W riting,’’ by 
Mrs. M. G. Van Rensselaer, in Cen­ 
tury.
